Mason, of Chicago, is a new member and ordi- 
narily bright, but today he so far forgot him- 
gelf as to deliver one of the most vulgar, dirty 
and obscene speeches that has ever been heard 
in thé halls of congress. In briefthe grossness 
of its obscenity is too pronounced to appear in 
any reputable newspaper. There was 50 much 
vulgarity that it dreve from the galleries the 
thousand or more ladies who had gathered

Senator Voorhes, of Indiana, made a great 
speech tonight before the Indiana association, 


* vindicating himself of the charges made by 


Senator Ingalis in the senate a few days ago. 
There were several thousand people present; 
many prominent southern congressmen were 
on the stage. 

Friends of the adminisiration who went 
from here to attend the New York state demo- 
cratic convention have returned not quite sat- 
isfled with the tariff resolution in the platform. 
They say there was a resolution drawn which 
indorsed the Mills bill by name, and that there 
was a large majority of the convention in favor 
of it. It was to prevent a small and very 
earnest minority. from making a noise 
arid disturbing the harmony of the convention 
that they consented to adopt merely the in- 
dorsement of the Cleveland message. The 
thing was brought about by Messrs. Cooper 
and Herrick, both of whom are avowed Cleve- 
land men, the latter especially being looked 
upon as an ardent defender and advocate, of 
the administration. It was due to an unac- 
countable opposition on the part of Messrs. 
Hewitt and Cooper to the» Mills bill, rather 
than have an open rupture with even a small 
minority of the convention, in which they 
wanted perfected harmony, they consented to 
omit the Mills bill from the resolutions, leay- 
ing the indorsement Of that specifically to the 
national convention. 

The leading republican members of fhe 
house caucussed on the tariff question today, 
but the conference revealed the fact that there 
was a considerable difference among the mem- 
bers of the caucus committee. This difference 
was made apparent not so much in the consid- 
eration of the Mills proposition as in the fail- 
ure to agree upon the line of the substitute 
bill, which was to be offered by the republi- 
vans for the Mills bill. It is expected, how- 
ever, that as usual they will unite upon some 
measure. The plan of the democrats of the 
ways and means committee now is to make a 
thorough canvass of the house on Saturday 
after the closing speech of Speaker Carlisle, 
and if they find enough supporters of the bill 
to carrying it through they will then make an 
attempt to have a test vote. If, however, 
they do not find a majority who favor the bill 
the appropriation bills will be taken up and 
action delayed until after the St. Louis conven- 
tion, which they expect will adopt the bill in 
the platform and force all democrats to vote 
for it. A southern democrat, who favors the 
bill, said to me tonight that if a vote was taken 
before action by the St. Louis convention its 
defeat would be certain. He had no doubt 
but that at least ten democrats would vote 
igainst it, which is enough to defeat it. 

The Post, of this city, is still fighting demo- 
cratic opponents of the bill, and wants all who 
hold to the creed of the opposite side to change 
places. Even the most earnest advocates of 
the bill censure the Post for its course, and 
will no longer acknowledge it to be the organ 
of the administration. It is, howeyer, said 
that the president thinks the Post is pursuing 
the correct course. 

A SLIM AUDIENCE. 

There was never such a farce enacted in the 
house of representatives’ as that tonight. 
There were five speakcrs—Sawyer, Maish, 
Romeis, Spooner and Nichols. Besides these 
only two democrats, McMillen and Springer,

PENSION APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Senate Adopts the Committee's Amend- 
ment and the Bill Passes. 
WASHINGTON, May 17.—In the senate, the 
pension appropriation bill was taken up, the 
question being on the amendment reported: by 
the committee on appropriations to strike out 
the words,“*That in all pensions to widows, 
payments shal! be made from the date of death 
of the husband,” and to insert, ‘‘That a)) pay- 
ments which have been, or which may here- 
after be granted under the general laws regu- 
lating pensions to widows in consequence of 
death occurring from cause which originated 
in the service since the 4th of March, 1861, 
shall commence from the date of death of the 
busband.”’ ° 
Mr. Cockrell moved to amend the amend- 
ment by Striking out the words “which have 
n, or,”’s0 as to contine its application to 
future pensions. He estimated that the ad- 
ditional cost under the senate amendment 
would be $1,473,000. If his own amendment 
were adopted the additional cost for 1889 
Would be $756,000. If, however, the house

SPEECHES ON THE TARIFF. 


Messrs. Breckinridge, Cox and Others Ex- 
press Their Views. 

Wasninaton, May 17.—in the house, Mr. 
Henderson,.of Lowa, presented the conference 
report on the Cincinnati exposition bill and it 
Wee agreed to. 

The house went into committee of the whole 
(Mr. Ppringer, of IUingis, in the cliair)on the 
tariff bill. \ 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, openéd his 


speech with reference to and an enlogy of the’ 


resident's annual message, and declared that 
ithad met with so great popular favor that 
litical adversaries of the democratic party 
ad sought some points of ‘attack along the 
democratic line, and that the chief o eens 
forces who had rushed valiantly int@the fight 
had sent a letter which was practically a letter 
resignation withdrawing entirely from 
the contest. In the course of events the 
president’s message was referred to the 
comiuittee on ways and means and that 
committee reported a bill to the housé propos- 
ing a reduction of taxation, This had been 
made an occasion of violent assault and the 
most extiavagant a; erti ni agai .st{the people 
had had an opportuniiy to examine the bill 
and to meditate unon it. ‘They had found that 
it was 12 bil! that fel! for short of even the con- 
servaiive recommendations of the president. 
The people were beginuing to approve the bill. 
Today. allover the country, county after 
county, d'stmét aiter district and state after 
state, united in the enthusastic demand that 
there should be a reduction of taxes. 

After a brief reference to the prcceedings of 
the ways and means comniittee, In which he 
denied that the majority had ever refused the 
right of petition, and criticized the minority 
for having made extravagant statements in 
regard thereto, he passed to an  exhanstive 
analysis of the provis‘ons of the bill, contend- 
ing that the conservative reductions proposed 
could result in crippling of none of the indus- 
tries affected by the measure. 

In discussing the question of free weol, he 
replied to and deniéd the charge brought by 
gentlemen on the other side that the placing 
of wool on the free list was a sectional measure, 
designed to injure the wool powers of the 
north and west. In support of his denial, he 
stated that from 1875 to 1887 sheep in the 
southern states had increased from 65,000,000 to 
9,000,000, while during the same period sheep 
in New England, New York, Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania had fallen off from 9,000,000 to 8,000,- 
000. The future of the sheep industry would 
be in the south, and the proposition to make 
wool free, instead of being sectional, was a 
generous offer, because sheep were more of a 
product of the south than states that were 
clamoring against this feature of the bil). 

In conclusion he said that bill proposing to 
remedy the existing evils of the tariff was a 
moderate and conservative measure. It was 
not a sectional bill. The condition of affairs 
at this time did nct permit of the question 
assuming a sectional phase. There had been a 
time when the development ofthe country 
from which he came was limited by imnstitu- 
tious Which then prevailed, and which he was 
happy to say lrad gone forever, but now under 
free ter his country was developing in every 
way. ‘The pending question was a national 
one, and it was for the people to determine 
whether they would take the first step, as pro- 
by the Mills bill, towards a return to 
something like a peace establishment, or 
whether they would permit the war tariff and 
system of subsidy to obtain in the land. [Ap- 
plause.] 

Mr. Cox next took the floor, and for an hour 
kept the house interested and amused by one 
of his characteristic, alternating. witty, satiri- 
cal and serious speeches, provoking abundant 
laughter and applause. He held that the 
prime question was to reduce the surplus. He 
had been and was ready to vote to take off 
almost any taxes. He would vote to do away 
with the entire internal revenue system if 
there was no other way to reduce the surplus. 
He counted. the various propositions for the 
reduction of the surplus, showing objections to 
them all until he came to that of tariff reduc- 
tion, which he considered the one direct and 
proper way to prevent the surplus. He thought 
that raxes should stayin the taxpayers pocket 
as long as possible. Taxation was a sac- 
rifice required of citizens for the 
good of the whole community, and 
there should be an _ equal distmbuticn 
of the sacrifice, and no more sacrifice should 
be required than absolutely necessary. He 
said that he would not characterize the exist- 
ing system of taxation as robbery, as had been 
done. It did not fulfill the definition. Theft 
was done while the victim was off his guard. 
While he slept, it was burglary. The surplus 
he said was the worst thing the government 
couldhave. It was aswell to try toruna 
powder miliin hell.asan honest government 
with a plethoric treasury. [Applause.] But 
he would not {favor a spendthrift{doctrine to 
be rid ot surplus. Quoting Mr. Butteworth’s 
expression, that -customs duties were not tax 
but were atrade regulation,Mr. Cox illustrated 
the working of this trade regulation with an 
are dote about a Catholic priest who met 
with a brigand company, who had no knife or 
pistol in his hand, but who = said 
to the priest: ‘Venerable elder brother, it is 
cold iu the mountains. Lend me your coat. 
Venerable elder brother, I am tired of walk- 
ing; lend me your horse.” And another about 
a tallow chandler of France, who petitioned 
for the suppression of all gas-producing ma- 
chines and wanted all window curtains, open- 
ing chinks and clefts closed so thatthe sun 
could not enter, and so that the tallow chan- 
dlers might have the advantages which would 
follow the clesing out of the gyn. 

Mr. Mason, of Illinois, attacked the Mills 
bill, saying it was in interest of trusts and 
syndicates, and cited the sugar trust, which he 
said was one of the largestif not the largest 
trustin the world that affected the price of 
any of the necessities of life. 

Other speeches were made by Mr. Anderson, 
of Illinois, in favor of the bill, and by Messrs. 
Peters of Kansas, Stewart of Vermont, and 
Herman of Oregon, against it. 

At5:30the committee rose and the house 
took a recess till 8 o’clock. 

Mr. Nicholls, of North Carolina, favored the 
repeal ofthe internal revenue system, and pro- 
tested against the doctrine*contained in the 
president’s message. Other speakers against 
the Mills bill were Messrs. Romeis, of Ohio, 
Sawyer, of New York, Spooner, of Rhode 
Island, and Felton, of Colorado, and in favor 
of it, Lane, of lilinois, and Maish, of Pennsy)- 


vania. , 
At 10:25 the house adjourned.

THERE IS A BOLT, 


And Virginia Holds Two Repub- 
lican Conventions. 


THE WISE AND MAHONE FACTIONS. 


A Regular Circus at Petersburg—A Split on 
the Unit Rule—The Democracy 
of South Carolina, Ete. - 


PETERSRURG, Va., May 17.—Delegates to the 
republican state convention began to gather in 
the Academy of Music just before noon, and 
promptly a@that hour, the building being about 
two-thirds full, General Mahone came upon 
the stage-f¢fom the rear entrance. His appear- 
ance was @ signal for an outburst of applause, 
which the general, however, failed to notice. 
A few minutes after, Hon. John 8S. Wise, 
leader of the opposition to the Mahone unit 
rule, appeared in that part of the dress circle 
allotted tothe third district, and was also 
greeted with applause. A noticeable feature 
of the convention was tlhe great increase in the 
number of white delegates, some of the districts 
being almost entire]y represented by them. 

At 12:30 o’clock General Mahone stepped to 
the front of the stage, and was greeted with 
tremendous and enthusiastic applause, which 
continued several minutes, and which was in- 
terspersed with rounds upon rounds of cheers. 

When quiet had been restored General Ma- 
hone, after acknowledging the compliment, 
proceeded to address the convention. 

General Mahone had spoken but a few min- 
utes when Mr. Wise interrupted, stating that 
Jacob Yost, oi Staunton, had beer refused ad- 
mittance-to the hall and moved that he be in- 
vited toa privileged seat. This caused some 
confusion, during which Mahone explained 
that no properly accredited delegate had been 
refused adinission. 

Senator Riddleberger here interrupted with 
some statement about a refusal to admit Mr. 
Yost, when he was in turn interrupted by Mr. 
Hubbard, of Buckingham, who charged that 
such interruptions as had taken place were, to 
say the least, discourteous in the extreme and 
should be stopped. 

More confusion ensued, in the course of 
which Riddleberger and Hubbard, who were 
in close proximity, indulged in a vigorous sh ak- 
ing of fingers ateach other and in. vebemeut 
language, which eould not be heard. 

Without noticing the motions for Yost’s ad- 
mission, Mahone finished his address. When 
he had concluded he int ced William 
Lamb, of Norfolk, as temporary chairman. 
Mr. Wise at once renewed his motion for the 
admission of Mr. Yost. Mr. Lamb said that 
the love of party led him to desire harmony, 
and for its sake he would pu t the question to 
the convention. 

The viva voce yote was so evenly divided in 
sound that the chairman decided that the 
question wasin doubt, but he would give the 
benefit of doubt to Mr. Yost and request the 
door keeper to admit him, 

Mr. Lamb then briefly addressed the con- 
vention, enlogizing in high terms the republi- 
can party and favoring the protective tariff. 
Resolutions were adopted providing for the 
formation of committees on credentials, on 
permanent organization, on general business, 
on the election of district congressional elec- 
tors, delegates and delegatesat large to the 
Chicago convention and members of the state 
committees. 

A recess was then takeu until 4 p. m. 

It was 5 o’clork before the convention was 
again called to order. Chairman Lam) an- 
nounced that although delegations from the 
second, third and fifth districts were not yet 
present it would be in order for other districts 
to make theirrcports. Several reports were 
read, but when the seventh district was 
reached it appeared that there were two dele- 
gatesclaiming recognition of the convention, 
and thereupon another scene of confusion and 
uproar ensued, during which friends of both 
sides seemed to vie with each other as to which 
would make the most noise. 

Two hours was spent inthis manner, when 
the matter was postponed until a committe on 
credentials should be formed. This action ex- 
cluded the seventh district from a voice in 
that committee. 

Two other delegations then reported, leav- 
ing only thirteeen to hear from, that delega- 
tion being still inseparate session, the mem- 
bers wrangling among themselves as to organ- 
ization. 

Recess was taken at 7:15 till 9 o’cleck and 
committees on credentials, organization and 
business will in the meanwhile prepare their 
reports. 

The third district delegates remained in con 
tinuous convention from the time the genera 
convention took its first recess—1;:30 p. m.— 
until 9 p. m., and during that time there was 
a bitter wrangle between the Mahoneists and 
opponents of the unit rule, which finally re- 
sulted in the latter leaving the meeting in a 
body and refusing all compromise with the 
Mahoneists, and claiming tobe the regular 
delegates from that district to the convention. 

At 9:30 the convention reassembled, when 
the committee on permanent organization re- 
a naming Colonel William M. Lamb, of 
Norfolk, as chairman; Captain Asa 
Rogers, of Petersburg, as secre- 
tary, with five assistant secretaries, aided 
by all republican editors and 
correspondents of republican papers in the 
state. 

The report of the third district delegation 
(Mahonists) was presented. 

Hon. John 8. Wise, who led the opposing 
delegation from the same district, attempted to 
speak fromthe gallery, but was cried down. 
Nothing daunted, however, he left the gallery 
and, followed by a number of adherents, made 
his way to the stage, through a howling mob. 
There he was accorded a hearing, and in a 
powerful speech advocated the claims of his 
delegation. He charged corruption and fraud 
on the part of his opponents in is district. 

[A voice: ‘Give ‘em hell. }”’ 

‘Yes, I will give ’em hell, and rub it in, 
too,” said Mr. Wise, and he came to this con- 
vention from his district, and yet the conven- 
tion had tried toemasculate them by letting in 
these imposters and frauds. With all this his 
loyalty could not be shaken. He was going to 
hold the district convention in spite of all, and 
was going to Chicago to fight the battle of the 
republican party, and let these who did wrong 
stand from under. All that had been foretold 
in this case had happened. The time had now 
come when this plan of organization had to be 
stopped, and not be submitted to any longer. 

Captain Wise then in powerful tones called 
upon all those opposed to the unit rule to re- 
tire from the hall and hold a separate meeting. 
He then left the stage and amid tremendous 
shouts, huzzas, and waving of hats, etc., about 
one hundred and fifty left tlhe bal). 

Comparative quiet followed the departure 
of the seceders, and routine business progressed 
until it wasfound that the convention could 
go no farther until committees on credentials 
and business were ready to report. 

A motion was then adopted that these 
mittees be allowed to retire and perfect 
reports. During their absence speeches 
made by a number of delegates.

SOUTHERN PRESBYTERIANS. 


Meeting of the General Assembly in Balti- 
more—Sermon by Dr. Strickler. 


BALT™orRE, May 17.—The al assem- 
biy of the Soutbern Presiytetion eherch met 
in Franklin street church, in this city, at elev 
en o’clock. The sermon was preached by 
Rev. Dr. Strickler, of Atlanta, moderator. 
At the close of the religious service, Rev. Drs. 
J. J. Bullock, of Washington; C. A. King, of 
Central Texas, and J. R. Graham, of Win- 
chester, were put in nomination for modera- 
tor. Dr. Bullook received @ majority of the 
ballots cast, and was declared elected. He 
acknowledged the compliment in a short: 
speech. Rev. Drs. E. M. Munroe, of Oua- 
chita, and R. P. Farris, of St... Louis, were 
elected clerks, after which the assembly tcok 
a recess until four o’clock p. m. 

The assembly includes sixty presbyteries, 
which are ip macro generally by one clerical 
and one lay delegate, though some of them 
have two of each. The whole number is about 
‘one hundred and fifty, whoare entitled to seats 
in the body. 

The general assembly reconvened shortly 
after 4 o'clock. Rev. Dr. Richardson, secre- 
tary of the executive committee on ‘education, 
presented the report of that bedy. The com- 
mittee had pene $13,597 for help to candidates, 
Which numbered 157, three of whom, however, 
did not pursue their studies because of ill 
health. There remained in the treasury only 
@® small balance, but the committee 
had no debts. The committee re- 
solved for this year to appropriate 
$100 to each candidate, though that appropria 
tion is not sufficient and candidates will have 
to depend upon their own exertions, and the 
kindness of friends. The balance in the treas- 
ury at tne beginning of 1888 was upward of 
$55. The report made an appeal for more 
liberai offerings for the cause of education. 
The number of candidates now is 267, but the 
nuinber of ordained ministers has not been 
commensurate with that number. 

Rev. Dr. Houston, of the committee on for- 
eign missions, presented the 27th annual re- 
port. During the past year four new missicn 
stations were established, and means 
for their support was at hand. 
Receipts were $88,040, an excess 
of $3,067 over the receipts of the preceding 

ear, The report stated that missions are in a, 
iealthy condition, especially China and Japan, 
Italy Brazi] and Mexico. An appeal ishnade for 
Indian territory, whereit states an effort is 
being made by the Romanists to get control of 
the schools. 

Dr. Craig presented the report 6f the 
home missionary committee. Receipts were

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THE PRICE OF STOCK GOES DOWN. 


The Inman Party Believed to Have Undies“ 
puted Control—Calhoun Gain- 
ing New Points. 


“New Yorx, May 17.—{Special.}—The Rich- 
mond terminal broke badly today, presumably 
on the contest for control having practically 
culininated. It is generally admitted tonight, 
except in the camp of the opposition, that the 
present board of {directors and President 
John H. Inman are masters of the situation. 
The transfer books closs tomorrow, and the 
only way to secure votes between then and 
election day will be by the purchase of proxies. 

It is said tht the Rice-Libbey party may 
resort to this method quite extensively, but 
it is a ticklish business, as the laws of New 
York strictly forbid the practice. A prome 
inent representative of the Rice party says if 
his side should be beaten at the approaching 
election, they will immediately begin the con- 
test over again, and perpetuate the war eter 
nally, or until they win. 

This squabble would be of comparatively 
little interest if it was only a fight 
between ambitious men for personal glory, 
but itis struggle for the key to the whole 
railroad situation of thesouth. On this ac 
count it was a strong card the insiders played, 
when they elected John Inman president. 
His prominence as a southerner in New York 
has unquestionably added much strength to the 
ticket he heads, and the open announcement 
by the Rice party of a candidate in opposition 
to him rallied his friends and enlisted theig 
vigorous support. 

The Terminal system being’wholly in the 
south it is believed Mr. Inman is best qualified 
to direct its management and preside over itg 
vast interests. 

Several of General Alexander's friends here 
are congratulating him on having withdrawn 
from the Rice ticket. It is claimed that 
his identification with that party would 
have indicated a desertion from that south.

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THE FLOODS IN THE WEST. 


The River Five Miles Wide at Quincy, Hit 
nois. 


Quincy, D1., May 17.— With each hour the 
situation has grown worse and is now apalling. 
The floods continue to rise and are now be'n 
increased by heavy rains, which began to fal 
here at 9 o’clock this morning and still con- 
tinue. Water gauges now show ninetcem 
feet, nine and one-half inches, a rise of fous 
and one-half inches sinee 10 o’clock last night, 
and eight and one-half inches above the gau 
of 1881. All mills and factories along the 
river front in this city are now under wates 
and shut down. The Quincy saw mill shut 
down at noon, it being the only mil! on the 
river between St. Louis and Lacross which has 
been able to run for ten days past. Many fish- 
ermen’s houses and other small buildings afe 
floating down the river and men are out with 
boats towing them ashore. A rticn of the 
track of the Louisiana branch of the Chicago, 
Barlington and Quincy has been washed away 
and telegraph linesare down. Three traing 
were forced through the water overthe Hannt- 
baland St. Joe tracks west of this city last 
night, but a long span of trestle work is out of 
line with fifteen inches of water over it, 
two trains which started west this morniig 
wore compelled to return to the depot. 

Two more breaks occurred in Sny levee this 
morning twenty miles below this city, and the 
entire Suny levee district is under water and 
ruined. undreds of families are homeless 
and are camped on the highlands with nothing 
to shelter them from the rain, except rudely 
improvised tents made of quilts and sheets. 
The mayor has called a meeting of citizens te 
take steps for the relief of the sufferers. 

Sr. Louis, May 17.--A special tothe Post- 
Dispatch says there are now five bad breaks in 
Sny levee and the whole of the Sny bottoms, 
reaching from opposite Louisiana, Mo., to 
Hannibal, Mo., is inundated. The flood covers 
an area of forty miles long and five miles wide. 
Every effort has been ~ forth to protect prop- 
erty, but without avail and over one hundred 
thousand acres of crops will be injured or 
destroyed. It has been seven years since floods 
have swept over this fertile region.

AN HEIRESS’ ROMANCE. 


The Outcast Daughter of a Nan- 
tucket Physician. 
Found in the Tennessee Mountains, Meanly 
Ciad and Poorly Fed, the Slave of an 
Old and Eccentric Moonshiner. 


Boston, May 13.--One of the Sunday 
papers prints a very romantic story of the 
discovery in the Tennessee mountains of tire 
outcast daughter and heiress of a Nan- 
tucket physician. It appears that Dr. Augus- 
tus Franklin, who had lived on the island 
since 1862, and was, perhaps, the leading phy- 
sic-an in all Nantucket, left the place and was 
gone about sixteen monihs. When he re- 
turned he inserted a card in the local paper 
announcing that he would resume his prac- 
tice ona certain date. At the end of this no- 
tice was the announcement that mystified the 
good people of Nantucket. He changed his 
name. The physician whom the whole island 
had for years known as Dr. Franklin, stated 
that hereafter he wished to be known as 
Franklin Angustus Ellis. Great was the 
wonderment, many were the surmises, and not 
a few were the stories told. But noone knew 
the truth. The physician’s lips were sealed, 
and when years afterwards death came, the 
doctor and the secret were buried together. 
His populaiity in Nantucket, both before and 
after his change of name, was great, his suc- 
cess as a practitioner was extraordinary, and 
his participation in all the public interests of 
the town was marked. The opium habit, how- 
ever, crept upon him, and by 1883 he wasa 
slave tothe drug. In March of that year he 
left the island alone and came to Boston. In 
May, 1884, he died at Monson, leaving a will 
bequeathing his fortune, some $15,000 to his 
three sisters. 

Now comes the strange portion of the story. 
George Ll. Newton, of Monson, the attorney 
who had settled the estaie in behalf of the 
heirs, made a trip to California the foll ing 
year. AtSanta Anna he became acquainted 
with kphraim M. Cleveland, a former resident

We firid in the New York World the fol- 
lowing remarkable attack on the president 
and on the democrafic party: 

The essence of civil service reform is selection for 
fitness and promotion for fidelity and demonstrated 
capacity. If this is the true principle for the minor 
offices, much more is it so for high judicial posi- 
tions. To nominate for chief justice of the United 
Btates a man who has never been a judge of any 
sort whatever, and who, however excellent as @ 
politician and eitizen, has only a local reputation 
as a lawyer, is a disregard of this principle of selec- 
tion that properly challenged the scrutiny of the 


senate. 
There is a tendency, alike undemocratic and de- 


plorable, to encourage the executive in the exercise 
of absolute cne-man power that is foreign to the 
nature of his office and to the framework of our gov- 
ernment of co-ordinate branches. This was seen 
during General Grant's incumbency of the execu- 
tive office, and it is observable in the ready eborus 
of anproval given by subservient organs and politi- 
cians to all appo'ntments made by President Cleve- 
land upon whatthe Herald calls “the autocratic 
Russian priuciple’’—namely, thatof mere personal 
end arbitrary will, 

The “consent of the senate,”’ though doubtless 
often abused, is one of the most necessary and con- 
servative of the checks and balances provided in 
our constitution. Its deliberate exercise, for high 
public patriotic reasons, should not be viewed with 
impatience by gcoi citizens. 

Does such criticisms as this constitute 
genuine democracy? According tothe tone 
and temper of recent democratic conven- 
tions, especially the democratic convention 
which recently assembled in Georgia, they 
certainly do not. Editor Patrick Walsh was 
cut down in the flower of his youth, so to 
speak, because he was bold enough to de- 
lare that the principle of protection woulde 
be a very good thing toapply to the new 
and growing industries of the south, and 
for the same reason THE CONSTITUTION 
has been read out of the party by a great 
many of its esteemed country contempora- 
cies. - 

But both Editor Walsh and Tur Cownst!- 
TUTION stopped short of such criticism as 
that which the World indulgesin. Both of 
ms were in favor of the reform and revision 
of the tariff suggested by the platform on 
which the president was elected, and both 
were in favor of the abolition of the inter- 
mal revenue taxesin order to make that 
revision more complete. But the democrat- 
je party overruled us, and we submitted 
without a murmur, and now comes the New 
York World with its bosh about the nomi- 
ation of Mellville W. Fuller.

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Cable and the Negro. 

The Boston Advertiser prints these few 
remarks in regard to the so-called negro 
problem at the south: 

Mr. George W. Cable, who unquestion bly stands 
at the head of the literary men of the south, has 
spoken an honest protest against the treatment of 
the negro by the “dominant Anglo-faxon race,” 
and he is, in consequence, receiving a good deal of 
abuse from administration newspapers. Mr. Cable 
doubtless knows as much about the question, and is 
as honest, as his democratic critics, and if there 
were more men likey him at the south today free po- 
litical thought might cease to bea crime, and we 
would be fur less Jikely to witness the spectacle of 
the leading journal of that whole region advising 
that the industrial interests of the country be dis- 


" regarded simply to perpetuate the rule of the deimo- 


cratic party. 

This is all very fine. Mr. Cable is un- 
doubtedly a literary artist, but does it fol- 
low that he is therefore a philosopher? 
Tre CoNsTITUTION was the very first pa- 
per in this country to recognize and com- 
mend his literary genius, and, for this pur- 
pose, it jumped on his first story; which ap- 
peared in Appleton’s Journal, like a duck 
onaJunebug. Nor do we believe that Mr, 
Cable is any less a literary artist because he 
is a crank on the negro question. 

The point that we make against the Ad- 
vertiser is, that While Mr. Cable may know 
a good deal about literary art, he doesn’t 
know anything at a}l about the negro ques- 
tion at the south. If our contemporary is 
of the opinion thatthis view of the matter 
arises from personal prejudice against Mr. 
Cable, we refer him to the recently printed 
letters of Governor Rufus B. Bullock, who 
is an ardent republican. Governor Bullock 
knows no such question as that which vexes 
the artistic mind of Mr. Cable. His testi- 
mony is to the effect that the negroes vote 
if they want to, and that they have all the 
rights they are entitled to under the law. 

Governor Bullock is on the ground; he is 
a republican, and his opinion is worth more 
than that of Mr. Cable, not only because he 
is here, but beeause he is a practical man 
and a very close observer. But this is not 
all the testimony from the republican side. 
We quote from the New York Evening Post 
for the benefit of our Boston contemporary: 

TLe absurd screed on “The Negro Question” 
which that romancer, George W. Cable, put forth 
as a sober statement of facts two months ago, is sub- 
jected to severe review and vigorous condemnation 
by the Southerm Workmaa, the jinteresting monthly 
journal published by people connected with the 
Hampton (Va.)

Answering its own question, it says: “Our 
experience in twenty years’ work in the field is to 
the contrary.” Going into detaiis, it points out 
that the negro is steadily gaining both political and 
civil rights; that ‘‘the negro vote is becoming more 
a power, sought and holding the balance in manya 
local election, and rewarded with office: that the 
negroes are growing in prosperity as land and prop- 
erty owners; that colored schools constantly receive 
larger appropriations, and that even in the midst of 
the ‘black belt” of Alabama, the principal of the 


Tuskeegee normal and industrial school, a graduate 


of Hampton, bears witness to “his constant surprise 
and delight in what he sees of the wonderful growth 
fthe white race in the south in liberality to the ne- 
gro.”’ Itis much to be wished that the republycan 
organs which gave currency to Mr. Cable's vagaries. 
on this subject would eall attention to uhis exposure 
of his real ignorance of the actual situation.

THE FIRST WITNESS 
examined was Mr. John W. Marquis, the 
Swiss in charge of the lunch counter. His tes- 
timony was substantially as given in yester- 
day’s Consti1uTIoN. He said: 

“TI live at 142 Thompson street. Yesterday 
about 3:20, just as I noticed that this 
gentleman (Mr. Gresham) had _ entered 
the restaurant, I heard Mr. Eddleman 
say that a man _ that belonged to a 
secret society was nogentleman. Mr. Gresham 
said that he belonged to one and considered 
himself as much a gentleman as he (Eddle- 
man) was. Didn’t remember exactly why Mr. 
Gresham called Eddieman a liar, but he did 
30, and Mr. Eddleman struck him on the right 
jaw with his fist. Mr. Gresham got off the 
stool upon which he had been sitting. Eddle- 
man was already upon his feet, and as 
they met Eddleman struck him several 
times withacane. Thecane broke and Mr. 
Eddieman put his hand in his right hand vest 

ocket. I didn’tsee a knife or anything else 
n Gresham’shand. The next thing I saw 
was the flash of a pistol, which was in Eddle- 
man’s hand, and Gresham said, ‘O, Lord, I 
am shot.’ I do not know that eitherof them 
were drinking. I saw neither of them take a 
drink.’’ 

“Did ty see Mr. Gresham with aknife in 
bis hand ?”’ 

“No, sir. I didn't see anything in his han4.”’ 

“If he had a knife could you see it?” , 

“If he had had one I could have seen it.”’ 

JOHN HALL’S TESTIMONY. 

John Hall, the colored waiter at the lunch 
sounter, testified to about the same thing. 

“T had heard two men at the end of the 
table talking about secret societies. Mr. Ed- 
dieman made a remark in which was the word 
‘rascal,’ and this gentleman (pointing to Mr. 
Gresham’s corpse) said: ‘You shouldn’t 
say that for I belong to a_ secret 
society myself.’ I heard Mr. Gresham call 
Mr. Eddlemana liar. Then I heard the stick 
break. When I looked round 1 saw Mr. Ed- 
dieman striking Mr. Gresham with a stick. 
Then I heard the report of a pistol. Mr. 
Gresham didn’t appear to be m when he 
first spoke to Mr. Eddleman.”’ 

NOT AN EYE WITNESS. 

Mr. W. H. Buice, 804 Forsyth street, was 
the next witness. He had not seen the difii- 
ot but ran in immediately afterward. 

“] heard Mr. Gresham say, ‘George, you 
ghot me and youshot me for nothing.’ He 
then turned to us and asked us to search him. 
{ did so and found nothing.”’ 

“What did Mr. Eddieman say when Mr. 
Gresham accused him of shooting him without 
provocation ?”’ 

“Mr. Eddleman replied that he shot him be- 
pause Mr. Gresham tried to draw a pistol.’’ 

‘“‘Did you search Mr. Gresham ?”’ 

*Yes, but found no weapon.”’ 

“Was either of them drinking ?”’ 

“Yes, Mr. Eddleman was drinking, and 
secomed very much excited about the affair. 
Mr. Gresham did not seem to be excited bu} in 
great agony.”’ 

MR. EMANUEL TESTIFIES. 

*Well,”’ remarked one of the jurymen as 
Mr. Bruce finished his testimony, ‘‘I don’t see 
any use in examining any more witnesses.’’

That was Mr. N. Emanuel, the broker. 

There had been a mistake. and he had not 
been summoned.

Mr. Eddlemanin Jail. 


All day yesterday Mr. Eddleman was kept 
awake in his cell, most 6f the time by his law- 
vers. 

Itis understood that Colonel Hulsey and 
Albert Cox will be associated with Judge Dor- 
sey, Kube Arnold and James Mayson for the 
defense. About a quarter past fiye Mr. Eddle- 
man’s attorneys all met and had a long con- 
sultation in his cell.

“But you don’t know,” replied Mr. Ozburn.

and take Ed@licman out.. It’s best to be on 
the safe side, you know.’’ 

“Yes,’”’ assented the chief. ‘Well, I’ll do 
what I can for you.”’ 

The rumors that called for such precaution- 
ary measures seemed to have had more founda- 
tion in fact than is generally supposed. 

Sheriff Thomas and Chief Connolly went 
about seven o’clock to see Mr. Dave Wylie, of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad. 

“T know what you have come for,” said Mr. 
Wylie. ‘They are all right now.”’ 

‘‘Are you certain of it?’’ asked the sheriff. 

‘Yeo, They just saw it would be useless to 
attempt it.’’ 

ne Was there much talk about it?’”’ asked the 
chief. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Wylie; “they talked a good 
deal about it this morning. They didn’t 
much want to work and were pretty much in 
earnest about it. They are all right now. 
They have just taken a commen sense view of 
the matter, and will let the law take its 
course.”’ 

Even Mr. Wylie’s positive assurance did not 
entirely dispel the general feeling of uneasiness. 
Itis well known that Mr. Gresham's long 
association with the Western and Atlantic 
employes had made him very popular with 
them, and numerous threatening remarks 
were made during the forenoon, were repeated 
afterwards, and gave rise to the rumors. 

THE SCENE AT THE JAIL. 

About ten o’clock last night, the scene at 
the county jail was somethiug unusual for the 
place and hour. 

Inside were Sheriff Thomas, Deputy Sher- 
iffs Wilson, Greene and Perkerson, Jailer 
Poole and Assistant Jailer Ozburn, Chief of 
Police Connolly, a half dozen young men in 
citizens clothes—evidently not prisoners, and 
a number of moonshiners, ‘‘trusties.’’ Ten 
loaded Springfield rifles were scattered around 
the oflice, leaning against the walls and the 
counter. 

Chief Connolly had just entered the office 
from an adjoining room, and as he stopped in 
front of the mantel in the office he drow a pis 
tol from his hip pocket. 

It was a beautifully chased, pearl handled 
and silver mounied 44-calibre revolver. 

“Dr. Amos Fox gave me that,’’ remarked 
the chief. ‘‘Isn’t it a beauty?” 

‘It is that,’’ remarked one of the gentlemen 
around him. 

“The chief drew another pistol from his other 
hip pocket. It was a plain 38-calibre, such 
as the policemen carry. 

‘*That’s my old reliable,’’ said the chief. 

‘*That’s the very thing for ten paces,’’ said 
Jailer Poole. 

There was a general air of expectation about 
the old place. Some four or five were seated 
on the steps in a sentry-like fashion that sug- 
gested trouble, and all seemed wide awake. 

In his guarded cell slept Mr. Eddleman. The 
lawyers had left instructions that none but his 
family should be admitted, and the jail officials 
obeyed instructions to the letter. 

ANOTHER SCENE. 

Over on Garnett and Forsyth streets it was 
all different. T'wooid gentiemen, one of them 
the father-in-law of Mr. Gresham, and ‘a 
younger gentleman, with two ladies, were sit- 
tingon the porch. The lampinthe hall was 
not lighted, there was no stir, no conversation. 
The elder of the ladies was rocking slowly 
with her head bowed, and the others were 
still, The neighborhood seemed to share in 
the sorrow, andthe place was as quiet as a 
grave. 

That was Tom Gresham’s home. 

Captain Harwell, a brother-in-law of Mr. 
Gresham, stepped to the gate and shook hands 
quietly. 

‘‘Is his wife there?” 

“No; that is hissister. She couldn’t come 
back here. She may come back after awhile, 
but she couldn’t come now.’’ 

It was so still, so quiet. 

How It Stands. 

It will be remembered that in yestercay’s 
CONSTITUTION the statement of every witness 
to the difficulty was given, and all were posi- 
tive that Mr. Gresham had no weapon of any 
kind at the time, nor was any found upon his 
person afterward. This was in direct contra- 
diction to the story of Mr. Eddlicman himsclf, 
who stated first that Mr. Gresham attempted 
to shoot him; afterward, ho said that Mr. 
Gresham attempted to cut him. 

Mr. Gresham has only one hand, and he 
could hardly have been usinga knife anda 
pistol at the same time. 

The evidence before the coroner yesterday 
was simply a corroboration of the already 
printed statements, and disposed of every 
doubt but one. On Wednesday afternoon, 
- after the shooting, a rumor started some- 

,ow or Other that Mr. Gresham himself had 
friend that when he was 
shot he had just drawn a knife 
tocut Mr. Eddleman. The little seratch on 
Mr. Eddleman’s face—taken in connection 
with the fact that Mr. Eddleman himself 
Claimed that Mr. Gresham tried to cut him—is 
responsible for the fact that until yesterday the 
nearly general impression was that Mr. 
Gresham really had a knife. 

As to the statement o: Mr. Gresh- 
am himself, just a minute after 
he’ had  ~»been _ shot, Mr. Gresham 
walked teward the Whitehall street entrance 
and was helped into a buggy. On his way 
home Mr. Gresham called to Mr. Will Greene 
—not ‘Qs’’ Greenc, as printed yesterday—to 
ride out with him. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Greene last night, ‘‘I rode 
out with him.” 

‘Then if he made a statement to anbody Le 
must have made it to you.”’ 

“Yes. There was no one else but thenegro 
driver with him at the time he called to me.”’ 

“Did he say anything to you about his hav- 
ing a knife or pistol ?”’ 

‘He said he didn’t have any weapon.”’ 

“It was said yesterday that he stated toa 
friend that he was trying to draw a knife, or 
had. drawn one. Did he say anything 
of the kind to you?” 

“No, sir. No,sir. I would go ahead and 
tell the whole thing only I wouldn’t like to 
have my statement printed before it is sworn 
to. Butas tothat poirt I want to say, ‘No,’ 
and you are at liberty to use that much.”

MISSION WOKK IN CHINA. 


Dr. Young J. Allen Delivers an Interesting 
Lecture to Ladier, 

Dr. Young J. Allen, missionary to China, 
delivered an interesting and instructive lec- 
ture yesterday afternoon at Trinity church, 
principally to ladies. 

The doctor has been laboring in the Orient 
nearly fifteen years,and is very familiar with 
the manners and customs of the Chinese. 
His theme was the advancement of the re- 
ligion of God in China, and the application of 
female instructors in the field. 

Ten years ago the Woman’s Missionary $0- 
ciety was organized at the First Methodist 
church. Since then Miss Laura Haygood, 
Miss Muse, Miss Dora Rankin, Miss Lockie 
Rankin, Mrs. Campbell, Miss Atkinson, Miss 
Roberts. Miss Phillips and a number of others, 
mostly from Atlanta and once members of the 
Trinity church, have left their homes to in- 
struct tho Chinese, beth in religicn and gen- 
era! studics. 

Miss Laura Haygood and Miss Muse, both 
of Atlanta, have almost entirely mastered the 
language. The former has charge of the prin- 
cipal boarding school in Shanghai; the latter 
is in charge of a preparatory school of teachers 
forthe Chinese at Carding, China, a city of 
over fifty thousand people. 

To give one an idca .{ the immense popula- 
tion of Shanghai Dr, Allen said that 200,000 
people lived in a part of it occupying the space 
of one by two miles,and that most of the 
streets of China are continually crowded to 
overflowing. The great bulk of the people are 
skilled in art, studious and intellectual, aud 
have thought until recently that they were 
much superior in every way to everybody else 
inthe world. ‘To battle with such people is 
hard work as they look upon missionary peo- 
ple as ‘‘yellow men of leisure.’’. But enter- 
prise and prayer soon won many converts, and 
now the fourteen ladies, in connection with 
Dr. Allen, are doing a phenomenal work in the 
colleges, the Auglo-Chinese schools and the 
teachets’ preparatory schools. 

Hospitals and medical schools are in opera- 
tion, with male and female attendants, kept 
up by the church. Doctor Allen stated that 
the Chinese have nosurgeons but their bar 
bers, who only bave a few needles to puncture 
and lacerate the patient. The establishment 
of these institutions ~ cause hundreds 
of Chinese to come for treatment and thereb 
they are taught the religion of the Lord. 
At worship the Chinese are as noisy and bois- 
terous as a drove of cattle, never sitting in the 
temple, but walking and talking when they 
are not kneeling in front of the idols. By the 
the way, the better class of China—the merch- 
ants and literary men—do not worship idols, 
but are agnostical in their religious views. 

“The young ladies who left Atlanta for this 
work,’’ says Dr. Allen, ‘‘asked me to say that 

hey have genuine ‘stickability,’ as they have 
neither married nor left the work they have 
ch* en.” 

The doctor leaves for China about August 
first, and will arrive at Carding about Septem- 
ber first.

required by the statute, and that therefore the 

nited States court has not jurisdiction of the 
rase. Mr. Hoke Smith argued the motiod for 
he plaintiff, and Judge John L. Hopkins rep- 
esented the defendant. Judge Newman re.

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DR. PENTECOST HERE. 


The Services in Trinity Church 
Largely Attended. 


A Great Revivalist Preaches a Great Sermon 
~The “Sweet Singer Stebbins’’— 
Another Meeting Tonight. 


The long contemplated meeting began at 
Trinity last night. 

Tie services were opened by the chorus 
class, led by Mr. George C. Stebbins. 

Mr. §tebbins sang as a solo, “My Redeemer 


Liveth.”’ 

Dr. Hawthorne led in the opening prayer. 

Mr. Stebbins’s voice is deep and rich. It was 
really a revelation to the audience. It was 
said by many last night, ‘We have never. 
heard such a voice before.’’ He sings the gos- 
pel. His singingis not merely sound; it is 
earnest, and reaches the heart. 

Dr. Pentecost is a very attractive looking 
man. He is larg*,a good represeuiative of the 
state which gave him birth—Kentucky. He 
has been in charge of churches in Bo ton and 
Brooklyn. “He is also one of the editors of the 
New York Independent. He impresses one as 
believing what he preaches. he has a face 
full of sunshine and good cheer, It is putting 
it mildly. to say that he won the crowd 
at the first service. No cne who left that audi- 
ence last night will ever forget the impression 
made by the speaker and by what he said. 
What Dr. Pentecost said was all the more 
impressive because he seemed the living em- 
bodiment of the gospel he was declaring. He 
is easy and graceful-.in his bearing, speaks 
without effort, and gives. one the impression 
that he has boundless resources. There is an 
air of restfulness and composure about 
him refreshing to behold. It is edifying to 
see aman so evidently and unconditionally 
resting in the truth, as that he revels in it 
and rejoices in it. Resting and rejoicing, too, 
without giving the impression that he is try- 
ing or is conscious of either. 

The atmosphere of plenty and of bounty 
about the speaker, puts the audience in a mood 
to hear favorably what he hasto say. One 
does not wonder after hearing him that he 
has been the successful pastor of two or three 
of the largest churches on the continent. 

A man with his faith, his hope, his satisfac- 
faction with the way that God has made 
things, his strong cemmon sense and his deli- 
eate humor could manage anything. He 
would make a good capiain of, an occan 
steamer, especially if there wes my voy- 
age to make. No one could suspe:t Te steamer 
as long as he was on board. He not only 
preaches that God is the father of men, but he 
has dwelt with the thought until he has the 
child’s simplicity and the child’s joy. 

Nothing could have been more fitting then 
than that his first discourse shonld have been 
on the 28d Psalm, ‘*The Lord is my Shepherd, 
I shall not want, He maketh me to lie down 
in green pastures, He restoreth my soul.” 
This Psalm expounded frequently, but never 
so luminously, so abundantly before. He 
illustrated it in himself, he expressed it in his 
ease and grace, he turned upon it sidelights 
and experiences of saints, until 
the Psalm lived and _ breathed = and 
pa'pitated before the audience. He served it 
up insuch shape as that his hearers had no 
difliculty in pene of it to edification and 
love. it was certainly a rare and rich repast 
he spread before the people of God. It would 
be impossible to give any adequate idea of the 
discourse by an epitome of it. This will nct 
be attempted. He will be heard, there is no 
doubt of that. 

The number hearing him will simply be 
measured by the capacity of Trinity church. 

There will bé no service this afternoon, but 
at 7:45 o’clock he will preach again. 

Sunday night he will preach to men only. 

All are invited to attend the services.

Title and object: This association is entitled

shall enable them to purchase or improve for them- 
ee homes or such other real estate as they may 

esire. 

Section 1, All persons legally capable of holding 
property may be memLers of this associatiou; but no 
person shall own Jess than five shares of stock, or 
multiples of five, nor more than fifty shares. 

Sec. 2. Each stockholder, foreach and every share 
of stock by him or her held, shall paythe sum of 
one dollar and ten cents in par funds, on subscribing 
and one doliar on the second Thursday of each aud 
every month thereafter, by 7 o'clock p, m., to the 
treasurer, or such personor personsas shall from 
time to time, by the by-laws and regulatious of the 
association, be authorized to recerve the same, until 
the value of the whole stock shall be sutfic.ent to 
divide to each share of stock the sumof two hun- 
dred doliars, less the forty per cent premium fixed 
by sect'on 2 of article VIIL. of these by-laws. 

The capital stock is 2,500 shares, about two- 
thirds of which have already been taken. 

It was resolved to keep the books open until 
the next regular meeting, one month hence, 
so as to give others an opportunity to subscribe 
to the stock. - 

The following persons were elected officers 
to serve one year: 

President—Harry C. Stockdell. 

Secretary and treasurer— A. L. Waldo. 

Directors—W. R. Joyner, W, T. Wall, G. 
R. DeSascure, F. N. Malone, I. S. Mitchell 
and J. H. Thibadeau. 

The directors will meet in Captain Joyner’s 
office this afternoon at 4:50 o'clock, when 
various matters touching the financial manage- 
ment of the association will be attended to 
The d'rectors will elect an attorney.

Lumpkin county in 1883 Stringer was con- 
victed of murder and was sentenced 
to hard fbor in the_ penitentiary for 
life. He has served since’ then 
over five years. The petition asking the gov- 
ernor to pardon him isan extraordinary one. 
It was signed by more than seven hundred 
voters of Lumpkin county, by the officials of

This woman was 
the wife of John Gaddis, the man who- was 
killed. She swore at the trial of Stringer that 
three men came to Gaddis’ cabin and called 
him out, and that Stringers, who was one of 
this trio, shot him down. Theother two men 
were tried. One of them was set free at 
the preliminary examination. Roberts, the 
third man was tried by a jury and acquitted 
upon the testimony of Mrs. Stringer who swore 
that Roberts was at her louse with her hus- 
band and herself when Gaddis was killed.
